SOUTHAMPTON, England, 

March 1.—The big liner Europa, 

which altered her course in mid- 

Atlantic in an unsuccessful at- 

tempt to rescue the crew of the 

ill-fated 8.8, Blairgowrie, lost 
with 28 men, reached port today, 

She had encountered the severest 
gale in her history and six mem- 
bers of the crew were injured by 
being thrown about on the pitching 
liner, 

Commander Oscar Scharf declar- 
ed, “During my 35 years of €xperi- 
ence I have never seen such truly 
yoountainous seas. The wind bléw 
90 miles an hour and the conditions 
were terrible.” 

Commancer Scharf disclosed that 
he had seven lifeboats ready to 
Jaunch to aid the Blairgowrie if he 
could have located the foundering 
freighter.

A TALE OF A COW 

A Saskatoon farmer sold a cow in Winnipeg 
and lost ten cents on the deal. He got twenty- 
five cents for the cow, but the exchange on 
the cheque was thirty-five. 

Nobody need waste any time telling him the 
fine points about keeping our money “sound” 
and “preserving the home market for the Can- 
adian producer.” He has first-hand evidence of 
the working of those twin-wonders of trade- 
blasting ingenuity. 

As exemplified in the transaction cited, and 
in the general course of events over the last 
five years, “sound” money is only another 
name for lost money to the producer; and the 
home market doesn’t offer any attractions that 
make it necessary to protect it against foreign 
invasion, 

At that, the vendor of the cow might have 
fared worse than he has, and likely would have 
fared somewhat worse if President Roosevelt 
had not devalued the U.S, dollar and forced the 
Government of Canada to relax in a small de- 
gree the rigidity of its adherence to gold and 
deflation policy. 

Make money scarce enough a 
but money will have any market value. Car- 
ried to their logical outcome, the trade and 
money policies pursued by Ottawa until the 
United States went off gold would leave this 
man’s farm worth no more than his cow.

Real property is the basis of taxe* 2n in Al- 
berta. Title to a farm, cultivated or not, or to 
a town lot, with or without a house on it, is 
assumed to be the evidence and measure of the 
owner's ability to pay taxes. Municipal taxes 
and school taxes are levied on the assessed 
value of property. The province collects a di- 
rect tax on property. Wild land taxes and un- 
earned increment taxes are only disguised 
forms of other provincial property taxes. 

When, in accord with the operation of the 
‘sound money” theory, currency began to be 
withdrawn from circulation and credit was cut 
off, the value started to ooze out of property. 
It has vanished now almost completely. Cur- 
rent assessments represent nothing but the 
values of a day that has gone, or the gift of im- 
agination with which nature has blessed the 
valuators. 

But the tax-money is still demanded from 
the property-holder, in about the same propor- 
tion as when his property had an earning value 
or a sale value. As the owners can’t pay, their 
property is going under caveats and into tax 
sales—and the municipalities and the prov 
are not getting the tax money, 

Clearly, one of two things ought to happen 


and must happen sooner or later. The basis of 
taxation must be shifted, and taxes levied on 
wealth where it is found, regardless whe- 
ther it is held as property, as savin n the 
bank, or as stocks and bonds; or else the value

The Passing Show

Adversity makes strange bedfellows. The 
money-lords of St. James Street would smile to 
hear Farmer members in the Alberta Legisla- 
ture applaud references by their leaders to the 
predicted failure of “Gerry” McGeer w accom- 
plish anything for the relief of the enslaved 
public.

Ministerial mirth at the unlikelihood of the 
B. C. government being able to balance its 
budget will be silent now that the B, C. Minis- 
ter of Finance has announced that he will 
balance a $22,000,000 budget and provide funds 
for a $6,000,000 highway-building scheme. 

Even “Gerry” McGeer, who fights best in 
the face of opposition and doesn't get the help 
he should in his own Legislature, much less the 
Legislature of this province, isn't a figure to 
laugh at. He has the president of the North 
American Life—a large holder of municipal 
bonds—now out at Vancouver to investigate 
the municipal situation. Mayor McGeer says 
that Mr. Bradshaw will find the situation vastly 
worse than the civic balance sheets represent it 
to be. To have one of the bond-owning class 
do the investigating and make the recommend- 
ations, may prove a much better piece of 
strategy than some short-sighted folk imagine. 
We shall see who wears the smile a month from 
now. 

In the meantime, Mayor McGeer has broken 
out in a new place. He threatens the banking 
and bond-holding deadlock with an attack on 
an unsuspected portion of its grip. He has had 
a resolution put through council, authorizing 
the city to apply to the Legislature for author- 
ity to ask the Dominion parliament for a civic 
charter for a municipal savings bank. 

Birmingham—Joe Chamberlain's old strong- 
hold in the English midlands—has a municipal 
savings bank. Jt was founded by Neville Cham- 
berlain—son of the famous British statesman— 
in 1919, when he was Lord Mayor of that city. 
At the end of 1933, the Birmingham Municipal 
Bank had $90,000,000 of savings deposits. The 
city of Birmingham finds it a great aid in col- 
lecting rates and taxes and a source of cheap 
money for municipal housing and social service 
schemes. 

“Gerry,” as provincial member for Burrard, 
will be in his place in the Legislature to pilot 
the measure through. He will almost certainly 
be in the federal house as member for the 
federal constituency of Burrard by the time the 
measure reaches Ottawa. 

There is money enough on deposit in Van- 
cover to discharge the whole of the bonded 
debt of the city, and enable the city to refinance 
at about half the present interest rate or at the 
figure Mayor McGeer is urging the bondholders 
to accept. 

The Farmer members in the Alberta Legis- 
lature who have showed such childish delight 
at every ministerial reference to the hoped-for 
defeat of the B. C. money reformer, know as 
little about the resourcefulness of Mayor Mc- 
Geer as they do of their own interest in his 
efforts. 

There isn’t a city in western Canada that 
couldn't dispense with loans from the banks at 
high interest, and exert pressure on its bond- 
holders, if they had a municipal bank with 
local deposits as large as those held by the 
chartered banks. 


“Gerry” isn't making his monetary reform 
program a party issue. He isn't exactly a wel- 
come guest inside B. C. Liberal ranks, and he 
may not be any more welcome at Ottawa. He 
is too impatient of compromise; too anxious to 
rush into the battle ahead of the troops to be 
a good party man. He's a whole party in him- 
self. 

When Farmer members of the Alberta 
Legislature who ought to know better try to 
discredit Mayor McGeer, and obey the signal 
to raise a general laugh at any mention of his 
difficulties, it isn't because the financial over- 
lords are hiring them to do it. It’s because they 

£ very narrow orbits, and they've heard 
he sits as a Liberal in the B. C. Legislature. 
After that emotion rather than intelligence dic- 


tates their reactions 
In Vancouver they seem to manage these 
things better. The man who at Mayor Mc- 


Geer'’s request moved the resolution asking the 
council to approach the Legislature for muni- 
cipal banking powers, is a former mayor, a 
former M.L.A., and a former provincial Cabinet 
He is Charles E. Tisdall, a former 
president of the Vancouver Conservative Asso- 
ciation, former Minister of Public Works in the 
Bowser government, and until recently was 
Conservative appointee for the Commissioner- 
ship of the Municipal District of North Van- 
couver. Apparently they're not playing politics 
with monetary reform in Vancouver, even 
though the arch-apostle of “sound money” and 
“sanctity of interest contracts’—and of the 
new pre-election Socialism—is the head of the 
federal Conservative party. 

In time of war with the Central Powers of 
Europe, Canada suspended political warfare. 
The entrenched money power is a more real 
enemy of the masses of the people of Canada 
than the Central Powers threatened to be. Their 
heels are on our necks at the present moment 
They take their toll at every turn.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Miss Coral T. inquires: 
is the best way to fry meat?” 

ANSWER—Meat may be broiled, boiled or 
roasted, but should never be fried in grease. 
If you wish to obtain the effect of frying, obtain 
a thick iron or aluminum frying pan, make it 
quite hot, and without adding any grease place 
your steak on the pan for an instant, then turn 
it, repeating this several times during the first 
minute, then turn the fire down so that the 
meat simmers until it is cooked to your taste. 

QUESTION: Mrs. Olive H. writes: “I have 
suffered for a long time from sleeplessness. 
Can you tell me a remedy for same?” 

ANSWER: The principal cause of insomnia 
is digestive trouble, such excess fermentation 
of food, which produces gas pressure against 
the heart or diaphragm. Even if you are not 
conscious of such pressure, it is sufficient to 
unconsciously irritate you and keep you from 
getting a deep slumber. Usually a warm enema 
works wonders in promoting sleep. 

QUESTION—Mr. Everett K. asks: “How 
should one eat an avocado? How much at one 
meal and, the most important, what does it 
go with or is it best to eat it alone as I do all 
of my fruits? I have tried making a meal of it 
alone, but it seems too rich.” 

ANSWER—Avocados are an oily fruit and 
should be considered in the same class as 
olives. Unlike the acid fruits, they combine 
well with any food but because they are very 
rich in fat should be used in moderate amounts, 
preferably with the non-starchy vegetables. 
Half of an average-sized avocado is usually 
enough to use at one time as they are very 
nourishing.

OTTAWA, March 1—Charges of a 
patent “ in Canada and of 
“fleecing” of Canadian patent hold- 
ers by “unscrupulous concerns” in 
the United States were heard late 
Thursday before the senate banking 
and commerce committee consider- 
ing patent act amendments. 

The allegations were made by J 
H. Van Koolbergen of the inter- 
national bureau of inventors incor- 
porated, Montreal, a recently-form- 
ed corporation dealing in inven- 
tions. The Montreal witness urged 
@ safeguarding provision be insert- 
ed in the patent act against issue of 
patents for frivolous, unfeasible and 
valueless inventions

DEPLORABLE CONDITION

inventions to prospective patentees 
Of almest 1,000 patents examined 
by his organization only about 28 
were considered valueable by his 
company. Total expenditures on 
these patents for government fees 
and service charges had amounted 
to approximately $100,000 while the 
money invested on the strength of 
these patents by the inventors or) 
their backers amounted to a min-| 
imum of $500,000, he claimed. }
